explosion touches Schuberts

“There was only one other person on the train as 
we pulled in. It is the end of the line at the World 
Trade Center. The doors came open and 1 could smell 
a horrible exhaust smell. Police were running all over; 

I went through the turnstile and as the doors opened, 
gray and white smoke was billowing out. I covered 
my face because 1 was choking. A fireman ran by and 
said, ‘Get out of here.’ I held my breath and ran,” 
Cathy Schubert remembered Monday. 

Schubert, daughter of Margie and Clay Schubert 
of Sierra Madre, was on one of the commuter trains 
that rolled into the World Trade Center in New York 
about 20 minutes following the explosion Friday that 
killed five people. 

As she went past Woolworth’s, which is in the 
main part of the center, she could see people pound¬ 
ing on the doors. Because there was no power, the 
doors were jammed. Lights were on in most of the 
hallways. She looked back and thought, “If 1 stop 
to help. I’ll pass out because I’m so dizzy.” Just then 
another fireman passed her. 

She ran through two corridors and found her¬ 
self outside in another world. 

Sirens. Fire engines. Police. People standing 
around dazed with black soot-stained faces. Black 
smoke. White smoke. Utter Chaos. 

Suddenly Schubert remembered that she was 
meeting Mike Linenberg, a friend who works for 
Merrill Lynch which is located in the financial center 


on the other side. She walked around the two towers 
through the “Twilight Zone”-like area and picked up 
a phone in the financial center, called upstairs. 

************************* 

Mike was debating about whether or not to evac¬ 
uate. At 12:18 p.m., he and co-workers had heard 
the noise and had felt the building shake. He ran to 
the window which faced the twin towers. Across 
from him, he could see people in the twin towers, 
knocking glass out with chairs and waving to fire¬ 
fighters many floors below. 

Three minutes later, Linenberg could see black 
smoke and decided to head down 27 stories in the ele¬ 
vator which was still working. When he looked across 
the bridge that joins the financial center to the World 
Trade Towers, he saw a man covered with blood run¬ 
ning from the tram station. 

At that moment, Cathy Schubert called to say 
she had just arrived via train. 

He and Cathy meet each week at the World Trade 
Center and take the train together out to his parents’ 
home in Westfield, N.J. This was just another Fri¬ 
day’s trek. Well, not just another Friday’s trek, as it 
turned out. 

Mike met Cathy downstairs and they decided to 
walk to central Manhattan to find a subway that 
would operate to the north.

Disagrees with 
Mountjoy 

Please let me express 
my opposition to three 
Assembly Bills introduced 
by our Assemblyman 
Richard Mountjoy (AB 
149, AB 150, AB 151). 
Touted as cost cutting 
measures, these bills would 
transform our health 
workers and educators 
into INS agents and do 
nothing to improve the 
immigration problem in 
California. 

AB 149 would prohibit 
the use of tax dollars to 
educate undocumented 
aliens. This would have 
two main consequences. 
First, rather than teach, 
our already underpaid and 
overworked educators 
would divert precious 
time and funds toward 
ferreting out undocument¬ 
ed aliens - a task better 
funded and better trained 
INS has largely failed. 
Second, children of U.S. 
citizens in immigrant com¬ 
munities would suffer 
when Mountjoy denies 
their school education 
funds because their fel¬ 
low pupils are undocu-

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mented. 

AB 150 would require 
medical personnel to re¬ 
port undocumented aliens 
to the INS in order to re¬ 
ceive state reimbursement. 
The main effect of this 
bill would be to deter 
diseased immigrants from 
seeking medical care, 
which appears to be Mount- 
joy’s intent. Isn’t that 
dangerous policy, especial¬ 
ly now when the medical 
community reports a grow¬ 
ing tuberculosis epidemic 
which does not discriminate 
among citizens and non¬ 
citizens? Medical costs 
are high indeed, but are 
small compared to the cost 
of pestilence. 

Furthermore, Asian 
and Hispanic citizens and 
green card holders could 
be turned away by doctors 
turned INS agents unable 


to distinguish the “legals” 
from the “illegals” in 
multiethnic Southern 
California. Turning the 
doctor into enforcer, it 
seems, would only add to 
the tension which exploded 
into gunfire days ago at 
County/USC Medical 
Center, leaving three ser¬ 
iously wounded. Doctors 
should repair lives, not a 
failing immigration policy. 

1 applaud Mountjoy’s 
desire to reform the Work¬ 
er’s Compensation scheme 
to improve California’s 
business climate. To run 
properly, however. Work¬ 
er’s Compensation needs 
a major overhaul. That 
would not be accomplished 
merely by denying benefits 
to society’s lowest paid 
and most exploited work¬ 
ers. 

Immigration and bud¬ 


get deficits are pressing 
problems indeed. The 
solutions lie in strength¬ 
ening our borders and 
improving the business 
climate. Solutions do not 
lie in keeping our 700,000 
undocumented neighbors 
illiterate and diseased, 
nor do they lie in with¬ 
holding funds from our 
schools and hospitals.

The first time I saw Ray Robinson he was 
astride his horse, Dallard. Ray was a large man, 
and Dallard was a larger than average riding 
horse, so, outlined against the towering red cliffs 
of the village, combined, they made an impos¬ 
ing figure.

He never forgot to 
mention sagebrush, derided by some as a useless 
shrub. He often said there was nothing like the 
smell of sagebrush after a summer rain. 

In my biased opinion, there is no better 
place to have a picnic than southern Utah, ex¬ 
cept in the winter season. There are so many 
places to go, easy to reach, yet remote, and with 
few people. 1 have driven, up all the canyons 
and many days did not see another car. One 
picnic shall always stand out. On a beautiful 
day in early autumn when the world seemed 
perfect, some friends of ours with whom we 
were visiting, suggested we have lunch at the 


head of Red Creek Canyon. It was arranged 
that 1 should go ahead with tables and chairs 
and also take Ray along. In a few minutes the 
truck was loaded and we were on our way up the 
narrow canyon, between flaming red cliffs, cedar 
trees and with the creek murmuring below. We 
soon reached the head of the canyon where a large 
valley suddenly opened out. Here the creek bi¬ 
sected an open area where there was a carpet of 
grass, stunted willows, buckbrush and in the dis¬ 
tance were aspen trees in their early fall dress of 
brilliant yellow. The place had a feeling of re¬ 
moteness, the only residents, a year-round herd 
of deer and an occasional eagle soaring against 
the blue. 

With Ray seated, it took very little time to 
get a fire going and have the coffee bubbling. 
Ray liked his coffee in a tin cup, and he liked it 
strong and laced with canned cream and sugar. 

1 handed him his first cup and something strange 
happened. Cup in hand, and with a smile and a 
look of utter peace, he gazed intently at the mag¬ 
nificent scenery. He twisted in his chair so he 
eould see every angle. Ordinarily somewhat 
gar rulous, he remained silent. I said not a word. 
He seemed to be lost in reverie. It did not occur 
to me then, but later it came to me that perhaps 
he was saying goodbye to the land he loved. His 
facial expression was beyond the ordinary. 

The others arrived and we had the usual 
picnic fare and good fellowship, but something 
strange had already happened. The picnic oyer, 
we went back to the village and the usual routine. 
But things would never be the same again. Not 
long after, Ray was placed in a nursing home 
where death took him after a short illness. I’m 
sure Ray’s idea of heaven was not a flock of in¬ 
sipid angels fluttering around pink clouds, but in- 
tead, it was a lush valley, with red cliffs, cedars, 
a blue sky and a murmuring creek.

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Acacia structure, M and H Investment property 
highlight long night at last Tuesday’s meeting 


The News was unable to report on two of the re¬ 
maining major City Council items last week because 
of the excessive length of the meeting. The City Coun¬ 
cil sat until after 1 a.m. to complete last week’s agenda. 

Concerning the development at 590 Acacia, the 
council overturned the Planning Commission’s earlier 
determination that the building is three stories high 
and over 30 feet tall, the city’s maximum building 
height. Instead the council lifted the stop work order 
on the 8000-sq.-ft. structure and will permit the develop¬ 
er to resume construction. 

The council was not persuaded by either residents 
or members of the Valle Vista Homeowners’ Associa¬ 
tion, all of whom spoke against the project which 
many of them termed the “Taj Mahal.’’ They were 
also not persuaded by the Planning Commission’s 
prior decision that the house violates the Sierra Madre 
Municipal Code. 

Councilman Geoge Maurer made the motion to 
approve the development and the motion carried. 

A letter was received by the council from Bob 
Carter, attorney for the residents, opposing the project 


and citing violations of the Brown Act by the council 
because of the manner in which the public was excluded 
from the council’s on-site inspection on Feb. 14. 

The letter read, in part, “Numerous members of 
the public sought admission to the site so they could 
attend the meeting, but pursuant to rules established 
by the developer, admission was denied to anyone 
who did not have a hard hat or refused to sign some 
type of ‘insurance release.’ Hard hats were not sup¬ 
plied to the public.’’ 

The News was unable to reach spokespersons 
for the Valle Vista residents concerning whether or 
not the group will be filing litigation against the 
city. 


In other matters, the council heard from Mark 
Steres, attorney for M and H Investment Project, 
and others concerning that proposed development 
beyond Chantry Flat Gate. The matter was continued 
to allow further discussion and determination of the 
Tentative Tract Map for the four-lot subdivision. 

Also on the agenda last Tuesday were status re¬ 
ports on street improvements. Orange Grove Ave., 
the Sierra Madre Public Library, and donation of 
lighting at Memorial Park Band Shell. Also discussed 
were nominations for Senior Citizen of the Year, the 
Commission on Aging, Inc., and the Wistaria Fete 
on Mar. 21 and street closure.

it was found. That time, according to Klein, 
was “around the time that Percell surrendered 
in Burlington, Vt., which suggests that he could 
not have been in the car. The car had the mur¬ 
der weapon, a gun, in it.” 

He continued that he believes that Percell 
will be found “not guilty” by the jury. 

Klein as defending attorney started his case 
Wednesday since Elton “Butch” Sims, as prosecut¬ 
ing attorney, completed his evidence Tuesday. 

Klein said that final arguments will be pre¬ 
sented Monday. 

Percell was arrested for the double murder 
of his parents, John and Doris Percell, Dec. 13, 
1988, in Burlington, Vt., after he surrendered 
to police there. After an extradition fight, Per¬ 
cell was brought to California and has been in¬ 
carcerated since. 

His parents, who lived on Liliano in Sierra 
Madre, were found by Sierra Madre Police on 
Nov. 16, 1988. They were bound and gagged 
in separate rooms and had been shot to death. 

Several delays and continuances have occurred 
until 1993 with the trial which is being held in 
Van Nuys at Los Angeles Superior Court. Judge 
Beauford H. Phelps is presiding.

SM Firefighters 
receive no benefits 

Sierra Madre Volunteer Firefighters’ Asso¬ 
ciation cautions foothill residents, particularly 
Sierra Madreans, that the San Gabriel Valley 
Firemen’s Association, Inc., is not raising money 
for the local departments. They are soliciting 
money by telephone for a “Music and Magic 
Variety Show,” with no money going to Sierra 
Madre. 

Bill Messersmith, president of the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Firefighters’ Association, wrote 
a letter to Todd Conrad, president of the San 
Gabriel Valley Firemen’s Association, Inc., de¬ 
manding them to “cease the practice of telephone 
solicitation in Sierra Madre.” 

Messersmith said in the letter, “As you 
know. Sierra Madre is unique in that it has the 
only all-volunteer fire department in L.A. Coun¬ 
ty and many of our programs are funded entire¬ 
ly by donation...the SMVFA feels that its own 
fund-raising efforts for donations that will bene¬ 
fit ‘their Fire Department or their Paramedics’ 
when in fact any benefit is very far removed, if 
at all.” 

Messersmith cautions Sierra Madre residents 
that donations to the San Gabriel Valley Fire¬ 
men’s Association, Inc., do not come to Sierra 
Madre.

The 
purpose of this hearing is to provide the public with an opportunity to 
make comments regarding the Sen/ice Charge Report filed with the 
Oerk on Februaiy 24,1993, whether the proposed seivice charge should 
continue to be collected on the 1993-94 property tax bill for parcels of 
property located within SaniUtion District No. 15, the proposed surcharge 
rates, and the proposed connection fee rate. The boundaries of Sanitation 
District No. 15 are shown below. 

GENERAL INFORMATION 

Sanitation District No. 15 provides wastewater collection, treatment, and 
disposal service (operation and maintenance) for the areas shown on the 
map. In addition, the District also provides for the construction of capital 
faollties to accommodate the needs of existing users (upgrade) and new 
users (expansion). 

TT.e cost of operation and maintenance of the District's facilities, as well as 
the construction of upgrade capital facilities, is borne by the existing users 
of the system. After tfleing all other sources of revenue into consideration, 
the remaining revenue required to provide continued services is 
apportioned to all existing dischargers on the basis of their use of toe 
symm. Use Is measured In terms of quantity (flow) and strenph 
(chemical oxygen demand (COD) and suspended solids [55]). The 
iverage dally quantity of sewage flow and strength from one single family 
home is equal to one sewage unit. Apartments and condominiums are 
assessed on the basis of six tenths of a sewage unit. All other user 
catexorles ere assessed proportlonetely. Resideniial, eommeicial. and small 
Industrial users pay under the District's 5eivlce Charge Program. Large 
Industrial users pay an annual surcharge rather than a service charge. 
Some Industrial dischargers can elect to pay the annual surcharge using 
assumed strength parameters established by the Districts (short form rate). 
The District tho receives i percentage of the one percent general tax levy 
on all parcels within the District Thus, the total annual cost of w^evvater 
treatment service for any given user can be determined by adding either 
the service charge or surcharge, as applicable, vvith the percentage of the 
ad valorem tax Wived by toe District. The ad valorem tax had been a 
reliable source of revenue for toe District until last year, when the 5tate 
enacM legislation Wng away a minimum of 35% up to a maximum ot 
40% of the District's ad valorem taxes. The District was forced to increase 
the service charge and surcharge rates to make up for revenue lost from ad 
valorem taxes. Recent Indications from the Governor's budget proposal 
are that the State wants to take away the remaining portion of the 
District's ^ valorem tax this year to help balance the State budget. 

The District's Connection Fee Ordinance prescribes fees for connecting to 
the District's sewerage system or for significantly increasing the quantity 
and strength of wastewater discharged by an existing user. Revenues from 
connection fees are used to provide additional capacity in the sewerage 
system. The connection fee Insures that: (1) new users of the sewerage 
system and (2) those existing users who significantly increase their use ol 
tne sewerage system, pay for their proportionate share of the cost ot 
^lUonal wastewater conveyance, treatment, and disposal facilities made 
necessary by their Increesed demand on the system. The connection fee is 
bftsed on quantity (flow) and strength (COD and SS) of the discharge. 
The discharge from a single family home is equal to one capacity unit. All

other user categories are charged proportionately. Connection fees are 
applicable only 3 you are connecting to the sewer for the first time or are 
significantly Increasing your discharge.

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School Board candidates air views at Woman’s Club forum

Sierra Madre, which is part of the Pasadena Un¬ 
ified School District, will vote on Tuesday, Mar, 9 
for three open seats on the Board of Education. Five 
challengers are vying against three incumbents for of¬ 
fice seats No. 1, No. 3 and No. 5. 

For the benefit of the public the Sierra Madre 
Woman’s Club held a school board candidate’s forum 
and following are the views expressed by the candi¬ 
dates. 

Office No. 1 

Timothy A. Price 

Has two children in Pasadena schools and is a 
long-time parent activist. Stated Sierra Madre is not 
getting full service from PUSD and cited several proj¬ 
ects funded in Pasadena for which Sierra Madre does 
not receive matching funds. Is unhappy with what 
he sees at Board of Education meetings (begin and 
end late). “We must seek progressive attitude for 
funding and presently we do not know how much it 
costs to fund our schools. Students are being short 
changed and they, not politics, must come first.’’ Op¬ 
posed to allowing illegal aliens to vote. When unhappy 
with poor quality of education here proposed to stay 
in area and get involved. Many parents encouraged 
him to run. Must not accept excuses for low test 
scores in district. Has visited all 30 schools in district. 

George A. Padilla 

Incumbent, is president of Padilla Engineering 
and parent of two PUSD graduates. Has raised over 
$100,000 for scholarship programs. Believes in shar¬ 
ing power with parents and thinks middle class needs 
to invest in our schools. Also, Pasadena and Sierra 
Madre need to communicate more. Communication 
among staff, parents and community must be im¬ 
proved. Has worked to begin at kindergarten level 
for early intervention and boosting achievement of 
“at risk’’ youngsters, as well as making students more 
prepared. Thinks PUSD has programs, resources, 
and choices you can not find in private schools. Says 
inovative programs in collaboration with local agencies 
are now in place to combat discipline problems and 
drugs. He has set stringent goals and will closely mon¬ 
itor their progress. His business allows him the time 
to be available. 

Office No. 3 

Lisa H. Fowler 

Sierra Madre resident, she and her husband have 
a 4-year-old daughter. Thirteen-year PUSD instru¬ 
mental music teacher, past two-term Sierra Madre 
City Councilwoman and past mayor, presently bud¬ 
get and resource analyst for Pasadena. .Feels Siejia 
Madre must become more involved. “It is critical 
that new administration admits we have a serious 
problem and community must take responsibility 


for accountability.’’ Hopes to put together concerned 
parents with concerned teachers and public education 
will not succeed, she believes, unless everyone gets 
involved. With classrooms so large, students are not 
able to put up with those not in a learning mode. 
Those disruptive students must be removed from the 
classroom to allow others to learn. Existing staff, 
principals, custodians need to be retrained for safety 
reasons and provided with walkie talkies. PUSD has 
taken some important new steps but more new vision 
needed. This community needs a voice but she will 
represent all district children and has had the experience 
with them. 

Geoffrey D. Commons 

Has children 14 and 17, and has spent $150,000 
to educate them in private schools. Son was tested 
gifted but was six months behind when in PUSD. Is 
outraged that school board does not focus on the fact 
that kids want to achieve. “The 21st century will be 
a tough environment if our kids can’t perform. Must 
start at elementary level to lower dropout rate. Our 
school system is run poorly to the extreme and fail¬ 
ing in every sense.’’ He is not an insider in education 
but believes bottom line in running schools is achieve¬ 
ment, not money, parents or teachers. Has no tolerance 
for racial discrimination and has worked to improve 
conditions in northwest Pasadena. Is a member of 
Pasadena Chamber of Commerce, Pasadena Now 
and Tournament of Roses. Helped develop Old Pasa¬ 
dena. Would seek support of business community. 
Is presently attorney and state probate referee in Pasa¬ 
dena and Pomona courts. 

Wilbert Smith 

Incumbent. Three children in PUSD. Former 
bank vice president, presently executive director of 
nonprofit foundation being formed for school drop¬ 
outs. Has taught business for seven years at PCC. 
Was active police volunteer for 15 years and was in¬ 
volved in Scouts and YMCA. Recent family tragedies 
have included a cousin killed in a Fairfax High class¬ 
room and a niece seriously injured in a drive-by shoot¬ 
ing. “We must manage strengths of our young peo¬ 
ple and the bottom line is achievement.” Alterna¬ 
tive means of funding needed and with his banking 
experience provides board a special “eye for ways 
to stretch dollars and provide quality education. Forum 
for providing students with a voice is needed and he 
thinks they are true authorities on campus safety. 
Hopes to have in operation, through his new founda¬ 
tion, rehabilitation and education for 12- to 18-year- 
olds who have dropped out of school. 


president at time Sierra Madre considered pullout 
from district to join Arcadia and worked to keep dis¬ 
trict intact. Believes children should attend schools 
nearest to home. Must maintain level of accountabil¬ 
ity. Urges vote for bond issue on June ballot measure 
as there is nothing left to cut in budget. Is dedicated 
to continuing process begun with Education Summit 
and thinks new superintendent. Dr. Vera Vignes, is 
bringing new energy and direction to PUSD. Is op¬ 
posed to voucher system (this allows students to at¬ 
tend schools of their choice). Voucher schools would 
mean pouring $25 million into private schools. “Teach¬ 
ers must set high goats for children and teachers must 
be given tools and training to do the best job.” Quotes 
African proverb, “It takes an entire village to educate 
one child.” 

Andrew D. Paterson 

Arrived late to the forum as just returned from 
Sacramento where he noted conditions were depress¬ 
ing. The $9 million shortfall means a huge loss of 
$100 to $200 per student. He is father of three small 
children and managing director of high-tech environ¬ 
mental organization. Is a strong supporter of voucher 
schools as the main way to bring back the middle class 
by drawing students into school that are college- 
oriented. This would bring down dropout and truancy 
rate. Thinks we are facing a tidal wave in California 
that wilt crush the school system, as we are headed 
for double session and bankruptcy. He calls for a 
massive decentralization of schools. “Change of 
leadership is needed in district because of lack of 
achievement standards. District accountability will 
not happen until we have charter schools.” 

Kevork Keushkerian 

Born in Jerusalem, grew up and taught in Syria. 
Taught for American-Arabian Oil Company in Saudi 
Arabia. Coordinator of math and computer lab at 
high school in L.A. Unified School District. Speaks 
four languages. Is a very grateful Armenian immi¬ 
grant who wants to become involved and also get other 
Armenians involved in the community. Thinks stu¬ 
dents must be educated in motivation, vision and 
responsibility. Has two children ages 8 and 6 on wait¬ 
ing list to get into Don Benito Elementary School. 
Would be valuable on the board because as a teacher 
he understands teachers’ problems.

cern of the board.” Would seek business communi¬ 
ty’s financial contributions, particularly to support 
extracurricular programs. 


During the question and answer period, the can¬ 
didates were asked if Sierra Madre should have a 
choice of seceding from PUSD. All were opposed. 
Commons said he was against it because we are living 
in a multi-racial society. Fowler stated working to¬ 
gether here was important rather than pull out. 

Concerning voucher schools. Smith felt there 
were pros and cons and we need to give this further 
study. Commons said no, schools would become 
warehouses, and Fowler and Pursel both expressed 
their opposition. There is not enough money now 
and this would add to costs. Keushkerian believes 
that for quality education, all teachers need to have 
credentials. 

The budget was given hard questioning. Price 
does not think even school principals understand how 
the budget works. Keushkerian agrees with the lack 
of understanding and accountability. Smith thinks 
we have a long way to go and a format Js needed to 
give the community understanding. Padilla believes 
better management is needed to take more responsi¬ 
bility and Pursel advocates a “hot line” is needed to 
make it easy to share concerns and ideas. Paterson 
thinks people do not read the budget, and leadership 
is lacking at the budget-setting level. 

Interest was expressed for using the Academy 
approach in education which was strongly supported 
by Padilla and Pursel. Industry, high tech, finance, 
aerospace, such as JPL, graphic and fine arts, hospi¬ 
tals and similar areas are not represented well enough 
in schools, leaving students ill prepared to enter these 
fields. They will step in and offer assistance. Students, 
if they work very hard, can earn money working 
outside school. Engaging outsiders to come into the 
schools to help, says Padilla, and to put money into 
the schools will make this program a success. 

Many members of the audience expressed great 
concern about campus safety. Keushkerian said it 
was a sad state of affairs that it took two student kill¬ 
ings to require metal detectors at schools. Price ex¬ 
pressed a the need for a stronger expulsion policy for 
any student caught with any weapon. Fowler em¬ 
phasized more staff training, and Smith offered as a 
solution that history of all minorities be promoted as 
preventive medicine.

As they walked through the streets that were 
clogged with emergency vehicles and people, attempt¬ 
ing to find some normalcy, they could see that an 
Italian restaurant was still serving. Businessmen, 
covered with black soot, were drinking reviving soup. 

In that same area, an emergency triage area had 
been set up for the injured. People were spilling out 
of the buildings, onto the sidewalk, and it was there 
that emergency technicians decided who would be 
hospitalized, and who could walk on his/her own. 

Meanwhile, Margie Schubert had seen the tele¬ 
vision commentary and had called several times to 
Cathy’s apartment. 

At 6:30 p.m.. Pacific Time, they called the Schu¬ 
berts to tell them all was well. Mike’s father, who is 
a doctor, examined the couple at the Linenberg home 
in Westfield, N.J., and decided they were healthy 
even though they were still coughing as a result of the 
inhaled smoke.

Cathy and Mike could only guess what would 
have happened had the bomb gone off between 7 and 
9 a.m. Thousands would have been killed in the train 
station alone. That was where ceilings came down, 
concrete covered the escalators. 

Cathy is beginning to wonder if she should re¬ 
main in New York. In the late fall, she was in the 
92-mph windstorm in New York, and now the bomb¬ 
ing? The Linenbergs teased her that they were getting 
her a gas mask “just in case. ’ ’ 

Cathy’s reactions? Obviously no warning was 
received because the PATH (Port Authority Trans 
Hudson) train rolled into the station 20 minutes after 
the blast. 

When the Schuberts visited Cathy in November, 
they had parked in the “B” section. That is the area 
in which the bomb exploded last Friday.

“I would feel so much better if we knew what 
had happened,” he said. “I will remember this for 
quite some time.”

I have a confession to 
make: when it comes to 
Bible study, I am a bean 
counter. When 1 want to 
know how important a 
certain word or idea is in 
the Bible, I will go and 
count the number of times 
that word or idea appears 
in the Bible. The princi¬ 
ple is a simple one: when 
1 really want something, 

1 am usually pretty good 
at repeating myself. Is 
the same thing true for 
you? 1 bet that Ross 
Perot would like this 
method! 

Now watch - Heaven 
and Hell are both Bibli¬ 
cal concepts, on this we 
will all agree. But what is 
the relative emphasis the 
Bible places on them? 1 
got out my concordance 
and counted my beans, 
or rather the Bible verses 
in which the words “hell” 
and “heaven” appear. 

Guess what 1 found? 
In the Old Testament, 
the word sheol or “hell” 
appears 31 times. In the 
New Testament, the words 


Hades and gehenna or 
“hell” appear 21 times. 
Add the two together and 
you have a total of 52 in¬ 
stances of “hell.” 

Now let’s take a look 
at “heaven”: In the Old 
Testament, the word 
shemayitn or “heaven” 
appears 419 times. In the 
New Testament, the word 
ouranos or “heaven” ap¬ 
pears 266 times. Add the 
two together and you have 
a whopping total ot 685 
instances of “heaven.” 
Serious scholars will find 
fault with this analysis, 
but my numbers indicate 
that the Bible favors heav¬ 
en over hell by a 13-1 ratio. 

What does this mean 
for us? Friend, in order 
to be loyal to a Biblical 
understanding of faith, 
you and 1 should give each 
other heaven 13 times for 
every time that we give 
each other hell. End ot 
story.

Not so long ago a mus¬ 
ical called “Annie War- 
bucks” was playing at the 
Pantages Theater. There 
was a lot of effort to get 
press representatives to 
take an optimistic atti¬ 
tude toward it. It was ex¬ 
plained that this version 
was almost entirely new 
and quite different from 
the show of the same 
name that had flopped 
badly in Washington 
D.C. a year before. 

On opening night in 
Hollywood, “Annie War- 
bucks” proved to be only 
so-so, pretty much the 
mixture as before, includ¬ 
ing the earnestly dancing 
orphans. It finished its 
L.A. run and departed 
to more revisions and 
headed, hopefully, for 
Broadway. 

It has now come to my 
attention that “Annie 
Warbucks” has folded 
without even opening 
since it could not find 
backers to supply the 
$5 million (!) they needed 


to* stage the production. 
Well, back to the draw¬ 
ing board. 

Back in 1942, backers 
who reluctantly invested 
$1500 each to meet the 
$150,000 cost of an ex¬ 
perimental show called 
“Oklahoma,” each got 
$50,000 back on their in¬ 
vestment. 

That was a simpler time, 
of course. Without tele¬ 
vision to compete, and 
Rodgers and Hammer- 
stein were one of the mir¬ 
acles of the theater world, 
pushing Broadway into 
its most successful decade. 

Before Rodgers and 
Hammerstein, the Ameri¬ 
can Musical was a pistache 
of chorus lines, comics 
and music and while many 
of the songs were mem¬ 
orable, they had only a 
nominal connection with 
the boy-meets-girl plots. 

There were occasional 
exceptions like Jerome 
Kern’s “Showboat” and 
satires like “Of Thee I 
Sing,” reminiscent of Gil-

bcrt’s irreverence, but it 
was “Oklahoma” that 
provided songs and dances 
that advanced the story, 
and that led, not only to 
“South Pacific” and 
“Carousel,” but to Lerner 
and Lowe’s “My Fair 
Lady,” Irving Berlin’s 
“Annie Get Your Gun,” 
Cole Porter’s “Kiss Me 
Kate” and others, or to 
music dramas such as 
“Fiddler on the Roof,” 
“Man of La Mancha” 
and “West Side Story.” 

They carried American 
musical theater around 
the world as a truly unique 


form and it should not 
seem strange to hear Rich¬ 
ard Rodgers and Leonard 
Bernstein in the back¬ 
ground music of Hong 
Kong elevators and Swed¬ 
ish restaurants. 

These days it takes so 
much money to get a New 
York production going 
that producers will only 
go for a sure thing, and 
a sure thing means more 
than a tryout in Boston 
or Washington or Los An¬ 
geles. That’s why musi¬ 
cals so often come to us 
from London. Under cer¬ 
tain conditions there are 


theatrical subsidies avail¬ 
able in culture-conscious 
England, and once a mus¬ 
ical has gained an audience 
and some favorable re¬ 
views, people in New York 
will buy advance tickets 
which is the only kind of 
insurance in American 
theater. 

For this reason, Patti 
Lupone, who starred in 
“Evita” so spectacular¬ 
ly, has rejoined Andrew 
Lloyd Weber in England 
to rehearse his new piece, 
a musical version of the 
movie “Sunset Boulevard.” 

Recently 1 attended the 
first gasp of a new musi¬ 
cal right here. The San 
Gabriel Civic Light Opera 
lent its “Barnum” stage 
to a reading of a musical 
by David Shapiro and 
Dave Wollert based on 
Baroness Orczy’s melo¬ 
drama of the French 
Revolution, “The Scarlet 
Pimpernel.” Ten singer- 
actors sat on stools with 
the music in front of them, 
Wollert narrated and Sha¬ 


piro accompanied on a 
piano. This is the way in¬ 
terest IS gained from 
possible investors. 

Some of the time 1 
shut my eyes, trying to 
visualize the staging 
while the lines were read 
and the songs were sung. 
(After all, 1 had practical¬ 
ly memorized “The Scar¬ 
let Pimpernel” when I 
was 12 years old.) There 
were scenes that might 
well work, particularly 
toward the end, but the 
lyrics were pedestrian and 
occasionally crude, and 
the music only now and 
then effective. The ele¬ 
gance and the sardonic wit 
of the novel were not 
there. 

There will be revisions, 
of course, and more re¬ 
visions. There will be 
hoping and more hoping. 
Theatrical production is 
not for the easily discour¬ 
aged. But the odds are 
only slightly better than 
winning the California 
Lottery.

Rabbit urine is usually cloudy yellow in 
color. However, occasionally they will pro¬ 
duce pigments that change urine color to 
reddish-orange or brown which is normal. 
However, it is also possible that a urinary 
track infection, uterine infection or uterine 
cancer can cause bloody urine which is ab¬ 
normal. Your veterinarian will be able to 
tell by testing a urine sample whether or not 
there is blood in it.
